the Project Surgeon, prior to his departure for the 
training site, on all aero-medical activities to date. following which 
he can d«al directly with the deputy project director and yourself on 
further medical plans and activities. We, of course, will continue 
to prosecute the RStD end of the problem and I will keep you completely 
current on all new developments. Any instructions you may wishto 
give me regarding a preferred method of reporting to you will be welcomed 

I will ini ti all y give beat estimate on the 

medical manpower needs for the program and I would suggest that 
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they be fed into Otis' shop without too much delay. Aa you recail, 
we were initially handicapped very serioualy during the first 6 weeka 
of the operation by iosing our first acheduled flight surgeon to the 
Air /cademy without any warning whatsoever. Only by calling on 
friends of mine to use un leave time were we able to cover the aitu- 
ation aatiafactorily. 

The acquisition and assignment of proper medical personnel 
for the project can only be accomplished between yourself, Otis and 
the project surgeon. Having anyone else in the chain, particularly 

me, is not only unnecessary, but actually consitutes a potantrat 

hazard to getting the peopie. 

I wiil be in Europe fronn 3 to 11 September and upon my return 
I wiil attempt to arrange another meeting with you. In my absence, ahould
